Finally, in any game all play- 
ers in "said game may write to GM and request permanent tw-week deadlines between 
all seasons — in which case (i.e., if all players in any single game make said re- 
quest) game will go onto two-week deadlines. (This is not very likely to happen in 
any of the games.) Now that things are pretty much back to normal on this end, we 
are going to try to accelerate these games wherever it is possible to do so without 
hurting the players. NOTE : With the combination 6f DIPLOPHOBIA and HYDROPHOBIA, 
only- the players playing in the games contained in a particular issue will receive 
that issue, unless they are traders or subscribers. Also note traders for HPBA will 
receive DPBA (or AUX ARMES1), and subbers to UPBk will have their DPBA subs extended
